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. EIA It, That from this day therebe a 

FAIR BE REAS true, firm and inviolable Peace, ſin-

General of the United Provinces of the Wetherlands, 
and the Lands, Countries and Cities under the Obedi- 
ence of both Parties, whereſoever {ituate,and their Sub- 
jects and Inhabitants, of what degree ſoever they be, 

I 1. Alſo, That for the time tocome,all Enmities, Ho- 
ſtilities, Diſcords and Wars between the ſaid Lord the 
King, and the foreſaid Lords the States General , and

their Subjects and Inhabitants , ceaſe and be aboliſhed ; 
Ani that both Parties do}. altogether jorbeat and abſtain 
from all Plundering, Depredation, Harm-doing, Injuries 


_ and Infeſtation whatſoever , as well by Land as by Sea, 


and in FreſhWaters every where and eſpecially through 
all Tracts, Dominions , Places and Governments (of 
what condition ſoever they be) within the JuriſdiRtion 
of either Party, 8 

III, Alſo, That all Offences, Injuries, Damages, 
Lofles, which His ſaid Majeſty and His Subjects, or the 
torefaid States General and their Subjects have on either 
{ide ſuſtained during this War,or at any time whatſoever 
heretofore, upon what cauſe or pretence ſoever, be buried 
in Oblivion,and totally expunged out of Remembrance, 
as if no ſuch things had ever paſt, 

Furthermore; That the foreſaid Peace, Friendſhip and 
Alliance may ſtand npon fitm and unſhaken Founda- 
tions, and that from this very day all occaſions of new 
Diſſention and Difference may be cut off, Ir is further 
agreed, That both the Parties, and either of them, ſhall 
keep and poſleſ(s hereafter with plenary Right of Sove- 
reignty, Propriety and Poſſeſſion, all ſuch Lands, Iſlands, 
Cities, Forts, Places, and Colonies ( how many ſoever ) 
as during this War , or in any former times before this 
War , they have by force of Arms, or any other way 
whatſoever, gotten and detained from the other Party ; 
and that , altogether aſter the ſame manner as they had 
gotten and did poſſeſs them the %, day of May laſt paſt, 
none of the ſame places being excepted, 

I V. Moreover, That all Ships, with their Furniture 
and Merchandiſe, and all Moveables, which during this 
War, or at any time heretofore have come into the 
Power:of either of the forementioned Parties or their

V, Moreover, That all Actions, Suits, and Preten= 
ſions , whatſoever they be , or in what manner ſoever 
they have been reſtrained, circumſcribed, defined or re- 
{erved in any Articles of Peace or Alliance already made, 
(and eſpecially in the fifteenth Article of that Treaty 
which was Signed in the year 1662, ) which His faid 
Majeſty and the ſaid States General, or their Subjects, 
may or would proſecute or move againſt one anothet 
about ſuch matters or things as have happened during 
this War, or in any tormer times as well oefore as after 
the foreſaid Treaty of 1662. until the day of this pre- 
{ent Alliance, be and remain void , obliterated and diſ- 
annulled; As His faid Majeſty and the faid States Ge- 
neral ſhall declare, and they do hereby declare, That by 
vertue of theſe Preſents, they will tor ever totally re- 
20unce, even as hereby they do renounce, all ſuch Adti- 
ons,-Suits and Pretenſions for themſelves and their Suc=- 
ceflors, ſo as in regard of them nothing more may or 
ought ever to be urged on either ſide, and nothing to be 
moved thereupon hereafter, 

V 1, But if after the '* day of May, expreſſed in the 
precedent third Article, or after the Peace is made, or 
this Treaty Signed , either Party ſhall intercept and get 
!zom the other any Lands, Iftands, Cities, Forts; Colo- 
nes, or other places whatſoever, all and every of them, 
Without any diſtin&ion of place or time, ſhall be reftored 
2034 fide in the ſame tate and condition wherein they 
hall be found to be at the time , whenſoeyer it ſhall

be known in thoſe places that the Peace is made] 
V II, Bur to avoid all matter of ſtrife or contention 
hereafter, that uſeth ſometimes to arife concernifns the 
Reſtitution or Liquidation of ſuch Ships, Merchandiſe, 
and other Moveables, as both Parties or either of them 
may pretend to have been taken or gotten in Places and 
Coaſts far diſtant, after che Peace is concluded , and be- 
foreitbe notified unto thoſe places ; It is Agreed, That 
all ſuch Ships, Merchandiſe , and other Moyeables, 
which may chance to fall into either Parties hands after 
the Conc ufion and Publication of the preſent Inſtru- 
ment, in the Channel or Britiſh Sea, within the ſpace of 
Twelve days, and the fame in the Notth Sea, and with- 
in the ſpace of ſix weeks, from the mouth of the Chan« 
nel unto the Cape of St, Yincent; as alſo within the 
ſpace of Ten weeks , beyond the ſaid Cape, and on this 
ſide the Fquinottial Line ot equator, as well in the 
Ocean and Mediterranean Sea, as elſe where , and from 
thence within the ſpace of Eight moneths , beyond the 
terms of the foreſaid Line throughout all the World:; 
ſhall be and remain unto the Poſleſſors, without any ex- 
ception or further diſtinction of time or place, or any re- 
gard had to the making of Reſtitution or Compena- 
tion, 
VIII, It is allo Agreed, That under the foreſaid 
Renunciation and Stipulation, all Letters whatſoever of 
Reprizal, Marque and Counter-Marque , both general 
and particular, and others of that kind, by vertue where - 
of any Hoſtility may be exetciſed for the ſuture , ought 
alſo to be reckoned and comptehended ; and by the 
Publick Authority of this Alliance they are inhibited 
and revoked, And it any perſons of either Nation after 
{uch Reyocation, ſhall nevertheleſs, ander: pretence or 
au- 


authority of ſuch Letters or Commiſſions already re- 
yoked, deſign any new miſchiet, or a& any Hoſtility, af- 
ter the Peace is made, and the times ſpecified in the pre- 
cedent ſeventh Article are elapſed ; they are to be look-' 
ed upon as diſturbers of the Publick Peace, and puniſhed 
according to the Law of Nations, beſides an entire Re- 
ſtitution of the. thing taken, gr full ſatisfaction of 
Damages, to which they ſhall be liable; notwithſtand- 
ing any Clauſe whatſoever to the contrary , which may 
be inſerted in the ſaid Letters revoked as atoreſaid, 

IX, And whereas in Countreys far remote, as in 
Africk and America , eſpecially in Guiney, certain Pro- 
teſtations and Declarations, and other Writings of that 
kind prejudicial to the Liberty of Trade and Navigati- 
on, have been emitted and publiſhed on either ſide by 
the Governors and Officers in the name of their Snpert= 
outs ;; It is in like manner Agreed, That all and every 
ſuch Proteſtations , Declarations, and Writings afore- 
faid, be aboliſhed , and held hereafter for null and void ; 
3nd that both the above mentioned Parties, and their 
Inhabitants and Subjects, uſe and enjoy the ſame Liber- 
ty of Trade and Navigation as well in Africa as in Ame- 
rica, Which they uſed and enjoyed, or of right might uſe 
and enjoy at that time when the Treaty of the year 
1662, was {ub{cribed, | 

X. Alſo, Thar Priſoners on both ſides, one and all, 
of what Degree, Dignity , or Condition ſoever they 
be, ſhall be (er at Liberty , without ranſom'or any 
other price of their Freedom ; Provided fatisfaRion be 
made by them for Debts which they have contracted

X 1. That the ſaid King of Great Britain, and the 
ſaid Seates General remain Friends, Confederate,

That the ſaid King of Great Britain, and the 
ſaid States General ſhall mutually, fincerely , and faith- 
fully (as there is occaſion) aſliſt each other againſt the 
Rebels of either, by Sea or Land, with Men and Ships, 
at-the coſt and charges of the Parties who deſire the

X V. That neither the ſaid King, nor the ſaid Com- 
monwealth , nor the Subjects of either , ſhall in any of 
their Juriſdictions, Countries, Lands, Havens, Sea-ports, 
Creeks, receive any Rebel or Rebels, Fugitive or Fugi- 
tives of the other Party , declared , or to be declared,

ly and friendly in every thing ; ſo that they may freely 
and fately paſs by Land or ” by Water into each others 
Countreys, Cities, Towns walled or unwalled, fortified 
or not fortified , and their Havens, and all other their 


Dominions fitnare in Enrope , to continue and abide 


therein ſo long as they ſhall pleaſe, and may there buy 
ſo much Proviſions as are neceſſary for their uſe, without 
any hindrance : And that likewiſe they may Trade and 
T:aKaue i in Goods and Commodities of all ſorts, -as to 
them ſhall ſeem fit, and them to Export and Import at 
their pleaſure , paying the uſual duties, ſaving to each 
Countrey their particular Laws and Cuſtoms, Pro- 
vided that the Subjects and Inhabitants of either ſide 
exerciſing their Trade in each others Countreys and Do. 
minions , ſhall not be obliged hereafter to pay any more 
Cuſtoms, Impoſt, or other Duties , then according to 
that proportion which other Forreign Nations Trading 
inthe ſaid places do uſually pay. 

XIX, That the Ships and Veſlels of the faid United 
Provinces , as well Men of War as othets , meeting any 
Men of War of the ſaid King of Great Britain's in the 
Britiſh Seas, ſhall Strike the Flag , and Lore the Topſail 
it ſich manner as the ſame hath been formerly obſerved 
in any times whatſoeyer,

and Navigation, it is Agreed and Concluded, That the 
ſaid King of Great Britain, and the faid States General, 
ſhall not recetye into their Havens, .Citiesand Towns, 
nor ſuffer that any of the Subjects of either Party do re- 
ceive Pirates or Sea-Rovers , or afford them any enter- 
tainment, aſſiſtance 'or proviſion , but ſhall endeavour 
that the ſaid Pirates and Sea-Rovers , or their Partners. 
Sharers and Abettors, be found our, apprehended; and 
ſuffer condign puniſhmenr.tor the terror of others : And 
all che Ships, Goods,and Commodities.Piratically taken 
by them, and brought into the Ports of either Party, 
which can be found ; nay although they be ſold,ſhall be 
reſtored .ito 'the right: Owners, or Satisfationſhall.be 
given either to their Owners, or to thoſewho by Let- 
ters of Attorney ſhall challenge the ſame ;. Provided the 
Right of their Propriety be made to appear in -the

X X I. It ſhall not be permitted:to the:Subjets:of 
the ſaid King of Great Britaiz, and the Thhabicants of 
the Kingdoms and Countreys under-His Obedience; ar 
to:the Inhabitants and.

X X II, That incaſe the ſaid King of Great Britain, 
or the ſaid States General do make any Treaty of Amity 
or Alliance with any other Kings, Republicks , Princes 
or States, they ſhall therein comprehend each other and 
their Dominions; if they delire to be therein compre- 
hended , and ſhall give to the other notice of all ſuch 
Treaties of Friendſhip and Alliance, 

XXII1I, Thatin caſe it happen during this Priend- 
ſhip, Confederacy and Alliance, any thing ſhall be done 
or attempted by any of the Subjects or Inhabitants of 
either Party againſt this Treaty, or any part thereof, by 
Land, Sea, or Freſh-waters, That nevertheleſs this 
Amity and Alliance between. ihe faid Nations ſhall not

And in all places whatſoever on the other ſide the ſaid 
Cape (as hath been aboveſaid) within Eighteen Moneths 
next enſuing after demand ot Juſtice ſhall be made in 
manner aforeſaid, Burt incaſe the offenders againſt this 
Treaty do not appear,and ſubmit themſelves to Judge- 
ment , and give ſatisfaction within the reſpeRive times 
above expreſſed, proportionable to the diſtance of the 
places, they ſhall be declared Enemies of both Parties, 
and their Eſtates, Goods, and Revenues whatſoever,

or beyond them ,and through all Quarters of the United 
Provinces, Cities, Forts or Garriſons whatſoever, which 
are in any parts of the United Provinces , or elſewhere

36, Allthe SubjeRs and Inhabitnts of the ſaid United Pro- 
vinces ſhall reciprocally enjoy the ſame Rights, Liberties and Ex- | 
emptions in their Trade and Commerce within the Ports, Roads, 
Seas, and Eſtates of his ſaid Majeſty, (as hath been newly ſaid) 
which his ſaid Majeſties SubjeRts ſhall eojoy in thoſe of the ſaid 
States, and in open Sea ; It being to be underſtood , that the 
equality ſhall be mutual every way on both ſides : And even in 
caſe the ſaid States ſhould hereafter be in Peace, Amity , and 
Neutrality with any Kings, Princes, and States , who ſhould be- 
come Enemies to his ſaid Majeſty , either of the Parties are mu- 
tually ro uſe the ſame conditions and reſtriftions expreflcd in 
the Articles of chus preſent Treaty, which regard Trade and Coms 
MEerce. 

37- And the more to aſſure the SnbjeAs of the ſaid States, that 
no violence ſhall be offered them by the ſaid Ships of War, all the

ſei] or exchange, and otherwiſe alienate them, until they have 
Landed in the preſence of the Judges of the Admiralty, and after 
an Inventory hath-by ehem-been made of the ſaid Goods found in 
the ſaid Velkls ; nnkeſs the Contraband Goods making but a 
part of the Lading, the Maſter or Pilot of the Ship ſhovld be con. 
Rent to deliver the ſaid Contraband Goods unto the ſaid Cap» 
tain, and to purſue his Voyage: In which caſe the ſaid Ma- 
ſter or Pilot (ball by no means , be hindred from continuing his

40. His Majeſty being defirous that the SubjeRs of the ſaid 
States may be uſed in- all Countreys under his Obedience as 
favourably as his own SubjeRs , will give all neceſſary Ocders, 
that Judgements and Dzcrees upon Prizes which ſhall happen to 
be taken at Sea, may be given with. all Juſtice and Equity , by 
perſons not ſuſpeRed nor concerned in the matter under debate : 
And his Majeſty will give precife and effeAual Orders, that all 
Decrees, Judgements, and. Orders of Juſtice already given 
and to be given , may be readily and duly execated according to 
their forms. | 

41. And when the Ambaſſadors cf the ſaid States General , or 
any other of their Publick Miniſters refiding in His Majeſties. 
Court, ſhall make complaint of the Judgements which ſhall be

modities, if they be periſhable. | | | 
42+ When Proceſs ſhall be moved in the firſt or ſecond in- 
ſtance between thoſe that have taken thePrizes atS2a,and the per- 
ſons intereſſed therein , and the ſaid interefſed perſons ſhall come 
to obtain a favourable Judgement or Decree, the ſaid Judgement 
or Decree ſhall have its Execution upon Security pgiven,notwith= 
ſtanding the Appeal of him that cook the Prize ; But the ſame 
(hail not hold on the contrary= And that which js ſaid in this 
preſent, and in the precedent Articles, for the cauſing of good and 
ſpeedy Juſtice to be done unto the SubjeAts of the United Pro- 
Vinces in the matter of Prizes taken at Sea by His Majeſties Sub- 
jJe&, ſhall be underſtood and praiſed by the States General, in 
repard of Prizestaken by theirSubjeQs from thoſe of His Majeſly.
